GOVERNMENT. 
Ar last we are relieved from the uncertainty which, for the 
last few weeks, has been hanging over us. The American 
Government has decided,—not very logically perhaps, but 
very wisely,—to release on our demand the Commissioners 
whom it had previously detained and imprisoned. So far 
asthe gentlemen themselves are concerned, this is a very 
tardy and unsatisfactory reparation. They will justly ask : 
‘ Why we were ever incarcerated, if we are now released P 
‘Both cannot be right. Either you hada right to capture 
‘and detain us, or you had not: if you had, you are 
‘wrong in releasing us; if not, as you now say, you 
|‘ were acting tyrannically and illegally in detaining us.’ But 
We are not concerned so much with the Confederate Commis- 
fioners as with ourselves, We have obtained all which we 
did ask, all which we could ask, and more than we could 
venture with any certainty to expect. We requested the re- 
lease of the Commissioners, and they are released. If there

Those who advocated a non-compliance must have 
insisted on the previaus approval of the aet of Captain Wilkes 
by the Navy Department ; upon the tacit endorsement of that 
Approval by the. Presidem, who struck out much else from 
the reports of his subordinates because he disapproved of it, 
but who did not strike out that; upon the vote of the House 
of Representatives ; upon the actual detention of the pri- 
Soners, which was only right if Captain Wilkes was right. 
They doubtless argued, ‘It is mean to relinquish when it is 
‘demanded, that which we adopted before it was demanded ; 
‘it is base to concede under pressure that which we should 
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‘ never have conceded without pressure.’ It is evident that 
the out-of-door multitude in many parts of America are 
strongly inclined rather to blame the tameness than to praise 
the wisdom of their Government. 
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The course adopted has been a compromise between these 
two extreme arguments. The act of Captain Wilkes has 
been repudiated and disowned, but only from an incidental 
error in its execution ;: its principle is entirely justified. The 
American Government contend, as we are informed, that the 
Trent might and ought to have been taken by Captain 
Wilkes to New York Harbour, and if so taken she would have 
been condemned. Mr Seward, we understand, states as much 
expressly in his reply to Lord Russell, and dilates on it with 
care and elaboration. In its consequences this doctrine may 
be very serious. Mr Seward’s despatch will be a sort of legal 
manual for American captains; it will give them all which 
Captain Wilkes sought to obtain by laborious studies in 
Wheaton and Lord Stowell. If Mr Seward lays down, as 
we believe he does, that any mail packet which carries and 
conveys messengers or couriers from the Confederate States 
to a neutral Power may be seized by Federal cruisers on the 
high seas, assuredly some will be so seized. The Confede- 
rate States will and must send envoys everywhere; our 
steamers are the great means of transit everywhere. Inevi- 
tably some of these steamers will carry some of these mes- 
sengers. It would be within the doctrine of Mr Seward, as 
we understand it, that the packet boat between Boulogne and 
Folkestone should be captured and taken in tow to New York, 
because Mr Slidell or Mr Mason happened ,to be on board 
of her, 

We have shown repeatedly that this doctrine is wholly 
false, and it has been distinctly repudiated by the most im- 

ortant neutral Powers. The captain of a mail packet may 
be compelled to take passengers ; he is bound both by. the 
law of England and by the law of America to receive all 
comers. How can he possibly investigate from whence each 
is coming and whither he is going mediately or immediately. 
Taking a ticket would become a judicial investigation if this 
theory were accepted or regarded. ‘There is,” says a 
writer in the “ National Review,” “ another mode of stating 
the same argument which is even more obvious. Sup- 
‘€ pose, what may easily happen, that a mail packet has on 
* board her contraband, or possibly contraband, articles be- 
“ longing to both belligerents; suppose that Mr Adams had 
‘6 been a passenger in the Trent as well as Messrs Mason 
* and Slidell,—would she have been equally liable to con- 
“ fiscation by either the Federal or the Confederate Courts? 
“ Can a neutral ship, which impartially aids both combatants 
‘¢ without asking which is which, or being aware that it is 
* aiding either, be justly subject to confiscation by either? 
‘* The result seems absurd, yet it is inevitably and inextri- 
“‘ cably assumed by every argument which would justify the 
‘¢ condemnation of the mail steamer Trent by a Court of Ad- 
“ mitalty,” 

If we thought that these doctrines of Mr Seward were 
really meant and would be truly acted upon, our joy at the 
release of the Commissioners would be materially mitigated. 
They seem to us to contain the seeds of so much future dis- 
sension, that we could not heartily rejoice at the happy close of 
the recent dispute. But we are inclined to hope that they may 
simply be the result of a natural compromise in the American 
Cabinet. If, as we believe, one party wished to adopt the | 
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and if another wished to repudiate that act both in mode and 
in principle, it is very likely, according to all known habits of 
conducting business at least in the old world, that one party 
would yield one-half and the other the other half. The 
immediate difficulty would be overcome by abandoning the 
manner of Captain Wilkes’s act, and writing a strong letter 
in favour of its principle; and this, as far as we can learn, 
seems to have been the actual result. 

The moral of all this is very plain and simple. In all 
future dealings with the American Government, we must ask 
for what we want, courteously but peremptorily. The evi- 
dent fact remains. Until they received Lord Russell’s letter, 
they showed no intention of releasing—beyond all question 
did not intend to release—the Commissioners. After they re- 
ceived that letter, the Commissioners were at once released. 
The effect of the Palmerstonian policy is evident, for we have 
experience of it ; that of a refining, hesitating Aberdeenite 
policy must be conjectured, but it would probably have failed 
in the principal result. An aged statesman will seldom be 
able at the extremity of life to confer so signal and so 
characteristic a benefit on his country.

SHOULD WE DEFEND OUR COLONIES? 


Tue peaceful issue of our differences with America has 
happily changed the immediate defence of Canada from a 
pressing necessity into a speculative contingency. But it 
revives a question which seriously occupies the minds of 
our practical statesmer,—which is likely long to occupy 
them, but which the ordinary busy public can but very 
rarely be induced to consider :—Ought we or ought we not 
to defend vur: Colonies in time of war ? 

The case of Canada on the present occasion was a perfectly 
clear one. Whether we should or should not undertake to 
defend Canada, is a serious and a difficult question ; but it is 
indisputable that so long as we do undertake to defend it we 
must defend it. It may be right or it may be wrong to in- 
duce our distant fellow-citizens to rely exclusively on our 
remote aid ; but so long as we do induce them thus to repose 

| upon our promises, we must perform those promises. Yet 
we should be warned by the practical instance before us to 

consider the evident consequences of the engagements by 
which we are bound; we should seriously consider whether 
we can or cannot perform those engagements in time of need, 
and whether we are not really injuring both our Colonies and 
ourselves by entering into them. 

It appears that at the present moment much more than 
three-fourths of the cost of Colonial defence is borne by the 
Imperial Exchequer. The sum total of the outlay for the 
defence of all the miscellaneous States and places which we 
loosely and vaguely call Colonies, was on 3lst March, 1860, 
3,225,0814. 

A great number of these so-called Colonies, however, are 
garrisons like Gibraltar and Malta, convict stations like Ber- 
muda,—are either naval stations or trading depéts,—in a 
word, are maintained not for their own sake, but for the sake 
of England,—are not Colonies which could ever set up for 
themselves, but outlying adjuncts of our great Empire, useful 
only as dependencies. If we deduct the expense of these, we

—asum sufficiently large to justify our making a rigid inquiry 
as to the expediency of incurring it. We can estimate its 
magnitude better when we compare it with the payments for

It therefore appears that, in the main, we are defending the 
Colonies, and that they are not defending themselves. 

In some evidence given last year, Mr Gladstone, Lord 
Herbert, Lord Grey, and Mr Lowe objected to this state of 
things upon some such grounds as these :— 

First, that it is injurious to the Colonies themselves, A 
whole population is growing up in Australia which (a recent 

} imitation of the volunteer movement excepted) has no know- 
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ledge of the use of arms, no reason for cultivating the milj. 
tary virtues, no reason for acquiring military knowledge, 
England sends soldiers to the Antipodes to guard these 
helpless communities, and the result is that they will remain 
helpless. They are like over-managed children who have 
everything done for them, and who accordingly grow to 
manhood unable or unwilling to do anything that is valuable 
and effectual for themselves. Providence, for wise purposes, 
has made self-defence the first duty of communities, and hag 
made the virtues which can only be effectually cultivated by 
a habit of self-defence essential toa manly and a vigorous 
fortitude. We cannot remove this natural responsibility from 
any community without depriving it of a part of its intended 
education,—of a most valuable part of man’s life, By 
attempting to secure our Colonies from physical harm, we do 
them an extreme moral injury. We preserve them at the 
cost of enervating them. 


Young communities, too, like young men, are apt to be over. |} 


bearing in discussion and quarrelsome in action. They are 
often placed in the vicinity of semi-barbarous tribes who 
require the greatest forbearance, the most extreme long-suf- 
fering, the greatest reluctance to quarrel or fight. By our 


present system we tempt our Colonies to be combative; we |} 


reduce the motive to be friendly with the natives to a prac- 
tical minimum, and we raise the inducement to be harsh and 
combative and overreaching with the natives to a practical 
maximum. Mr Lowe has explained this with great vigour. 
“Small Colonies,” he tells us, “ struggling into existence 
“ought not to expect to be able to take things with so high 
‘“‘a hand, and to resent every injury as boldly and rapidly 
“asa country like England. If the New Zealand settlers 
“have a quarrel with the natives, in which the natives are 
“ doing anything which they ought not to do, it may be a 
“perfect casus belli; but I think it much better that war 
“ should not necessarily ensue; much better that these young 
“communities should learn that there are many things which 
‘they must endure, and that it is better to put up with a 
“great deal of injury than rush immediately to arms. Hf 
“the Colony had to bear the weight of those conflicts it 
“would learn to endure, to procrastinate, to intrigue, to sow 
“differences among the native chiefs, and practise all the 
“arts which the weak must exercise when they deal with 
“ the strong; but so long as the wars they commence must 
“be fought out at the expense of the mother country, there 
“ will always be war when there is a pretext which will hold 
“water. It is neither wise nor nataral that young commu- 
“ nities should be armed with the strength and power of old 
“ones; the tendency is to make them reckless and over- 
“ bearing.” 

Thus while we deprive our Colonies of the military virtues, 
we aggravate their military temptations. We deprive them 
of martial excellence, and incite them to martial tyranny. 
We say in effect: ‘ We will oppress whom you ask to have 
oppressed ; we will enslave whomever you ask to enslave.’ 

So long as the Colcnies were governed from Downing street, 
the great difficulties of the present mode of dealing with 
native tribes were not felt—at least, not so much felt. The 
mother country then, to some extent at least, regulated the 
policy which our colonists should pursue towards the sur- 
rounding barbarians. 
be peace or war at the Antipodes. Now the Antipodes 
decide for themselves; the Colonial Legislature and the 
Colonial Government decide whether there shall be a conflict 
or peace with the natives whom they detest. The inevitable 
consequence is, and will be, that we must bear the constant 
cost of unjust wars, which we detest, disown, and repvdiate. 
We have almost enacted that it should be so. 


Again, our present policy in many cases amourés to taxing 
the poor for the benefit of the rich. ‘ When I lived at 
“ Sydney,” says Mr Lowe, “ there was no ixcome tax; there 
“ were no assessed taxes; there was po excise, except on 
“ spirits, which probably was rather benefit than a burden. 
“ Profits were large; wages were very high; the mildness 
“ of the climate renders fuel alatost unnecessary, except for 
“ cooking, and enables people to do with very little clothing. 
“ And it does appear to me that to tax the labourers of 
“¢ Leicestershire and Dorsetshire, for instance, to relieve such 
“a community from a taxation required for its own defence, 
** would be a crying injustice to those who had to pay it.” 

Even in cases less extreme than this, there are very grave 








England settled whether there should | 
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objections to relieving colonial communities from the whole 
cost of their own defence. Taxation is a burden which 
pations must be expected to bear. No nation can fill a high 
ition in the world, can do much for mankind, can even 
achieve anything at all considerable for itself, without being 
prepared to pay, and to pay dearly for it. The cost of 
reatness, the cost even of existence, should not be unduly 
fiehtened to young communities. We are spoiling our chil- 
dren by over-indulgence ; we are giving them the blessings 
of life, and emancipating them from the labour by which 
they are earned, by which they are sweetened, by which 
they are rendered morally safe to ‘such a being as man in 
“ such a world as the present one.” 
Lastly, have undertaken that which we cannot perform. 
The tendency of war since Napoleon's time is not to dis- 
itself through the extremities, but to concentrate itself 
at the vital parts. In the case of a French war, we could 
not detach a force for the defence of Sydney, or Otago, or Can- 
terbury. We should want our men here, The effect would 
be this: We should have denuded ourselves of a force suffi- 
cient for a peace establishment in the Colonies, but not 
enough really to defend them. We should have sent away 
soldiers whom we should want extremely; and we should 
neither defend the Colony nor the mother country. We 
should have dispersed men over the world who would have 
been invaluable if concentrated at home; or should have 
scattered them in small detachments over remote Colonies 
which they could not defend, and which, by the operation of our 
policy, would be too enervated and unwarlike to defend 
themselves. 


That our policy towards our Colonies needs essential alter- 
ation, these remarks sufficiently prove. How it should be 
altered, and with what limitations, we will take an early 
occasion to discuss,

EXPORT OF COTTON TO THE UNITED STATES. 


Constant and attentive readers of the Economist will be 
aware that our estimates of the pressure upon the manufac- 
turing industry of this country, to be anticipated from the 
interruption of the American supply of cotton, have been 
steadily though slowly growing gloomier, 2s month after 
month has passed away. Early in the year, when the 
blockade of the Southern ports was only imminent, we 
showed that if we were wise in time, we might indeed be 
greatly inconvenienced, but at least we should not be ruined, 

our mills need not be stopped, nor our operatives actually 
starved. We explained that, with the stock then existing in 
the country, the extra quantities which would be attracted 
from other quarters than America, and the occasional cargoes 
which would make their way through the blockade, there 
would be an ample supply of the raw material to enable our 
factories to work four days a week for at least a year, provided 
only we began short time at once, and provided the price of 
cotton rose as much and as soon as it ought to do in the 
prospect of such a formidable scarcity. Unfortunately, 
neither of these provisions were realised. The manufac- 
turers went on working full time till late in the year, and 
so impossible did merchants find it fully to believe in the 
continuance of the war and the blockade, that till July prices 
searcely rose at all. 

On the 30th of November, when we were able to see our 
way more clearly, and again last week, when the actual 
stock of cotgon in Liverpool and the apparent consumption of 
the year had been ascertained with tolerable accuracy; we 
gave another estimate of our position. It appeared then that, 
though scarcely any American cotton had run the blockade, 
yet our supply from India, arrived and known to be at sea, 
was at least equal to our most sanguine expectations; that 
our rate of consumption was already much reduced ; but 
that,—assuming it to be and to continue at about two- 
thirds that of last year (and upon less than this our operatives 
could searcely live), we should be left without any cotton at 
all by the middle of the year—unless unexpected relief should 
reach us from some Western quarter. The pressure upon 
our manufacturing population, which had long been inevi- 
table, has already become severe. Last week, out of a total 
number of operatives in Manchester amounting to 46,700, 
12,500 were working short time, and 6,500 were without 
work altogether; and we apprehend that Manchester is, in 
this respect, a pretty fair sample of the rest of the manufac- 
turing districts. This state of affairs must rapidly become 
worse; for middling American cotton has now reached 12d 
per Ib in Liverpool, and this is not a price at which any 
spinners can afford to work their mills. In fact, in many 
instances, the raw material and the finished article are selling 
almost at the same price. 

But a new feature in the case has sprung up,—or rather a 
recent feature is fast assuming very menacing dimensions. 
At the end of one of our articles last week we briefly men- 
tioned the export of raw cotton from Liverpool to America. 
Up to the 31st of December only about 16,000 bags had 
been shipped ; but since then the quantity has greatly inc 
creased. Heavy purchases have been made, steamers have 
been engaged to take the cotton to Boston and New ¥ork, 

and the freight asked and paid is unexampled,—being, we 
understand, 2d per lb, and 5 per cent. primage. Up to

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Thursday there have been this year already shipped to New 
York 15,000 bales, and to Boston upwards of 5,000, and the 
shipment is still going on: 

To what extent this new trade may be carried, now 
that all immediate fear of war is over, it is impossible to say. 
But when we reflect that the prohibitive tariff of the Federal 
States gives their manufacturers almost the unchallenged 
command of their own markets ; that the enormous Governo- 
ment demand at present existing nearly, if not quite, com- 
pensates for the loss of their Southern customers ; that the 
mills at Lowell and in the State of New York are, we believe, 
working full time, and at such remunerative rates that they 
ean afford to pay 18d and 20d per Ib for cotton that is only 
worth 12d per lb in Liverpool ; that by far the largest por- 
tion of their consumption consists of American cotton,—of 
which we have only 250,000 bales left; and that in ordinary 
times their weekly demand is about 12,000 bales, which they 
can now procure nowhere but from England,—we find 
enough to warrant very grave uneasiness, to say the least. 
For it is obvious that if, in addition to our usual Continental! 
export ofabout 8,000 bales a week, we have to meet an equal 
demand for the United States, our supply which would 
have lasted till July will scarcely hold out beyond May,— 
and that the augmented prices will stop our mills even before 
that date. It may, however, be mentioned in mitigation 
that the high prices now prevailing in Liverpool are drawing 
cotton from several unusual quarters to our shores, As an 
example, we may state that some cotton recently bought for 
shipment to America was, at the time 9f purchase, on its way 
hither from 2ussta. 


We have thought it right to lay the full extent of the 
menaced drain frankly before the public, but we do not see 
what can be done directly to prevent it. Certainly it would 
never do, as some of our over-anxious correspondents suggest, 
for our Government to prohibit the exportation. In the first 
place, such a step would require an Act of Parliament. The 
Executive have no power in the matter; for the clause in 
the “ Customs Consolidation Act,” empowering the Queen in 
Council to forbid the exportation of certain specified 
articles, expressly confines this prerogative to munitions of 
war. In the second place, even Parliament could not stop 
the export of cotton to America without stopping it to all the 
world ;—any such partial embargo would be in direct vio- 
lation of treaty engagements and a breach of the “favoured 
nations’” clause,—and would in fact be an act of manifest 
and unwarrantable hostility. In the third place, even if 
we could prohibit exportation, it would probably be un- 
wise to do so. Such a measure would be certain to a 
great extent to stop imports as well; since in the 
present critical state of affairs, merchants would feel 
very shy of sending their cargoes to a country from 
which they would have no exit. It is the very freedom 
and securely settled character of our commercial policy 
that renders England for all articles the great emporium of 
the world. No; so long as we are at peace with the United 
States, and so long as the relative prices in Liverpool and 
New York leave a profit of 4d per lb on the transmission 
hence, we neither can nor ought to prevent the operation. 
The only mitigating considerations we can suggest,—but 
they are weighty ones,—are, that the enhancement of price 
which this new trade is causing will add greatly to the 
profits of the British merchant; will increase the induce- 
ment of growers in all parts of the world to forward their 
cotton to Great Britain as largely and as promptly as they 
can; and will make it well worth while for adventurous 
Southerners to run cargoes through the blockade, while, at 
the same time, the enormously enhanced value of the manu- 
factured article in the United States cannot fail greatly to 
encourage the illicit trade through Canada. 

One reflection, however, must not be lost sight of. The 
severe losses inflicted on our manufacturers, and the even 
severer suffering which will be brought upon our operatives 
by the scarcity of eotton,—by its interrupted import and 
its stimulated export,-— should weigh strongly with our Go- 
vernment to insist upon the non-recognition of the blockade 
of the Southern ports, unless that blockade be at once and 
steadily made effective. It isso injurious to our interests 
that, though we must continue to recognise it so long as it is 
maintained in strict accordance with international law, we 
ought not to do so one instant longer. 
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It is also a question for the two European Governments 
whether the plan recently adopted by the Federalists, of de. 
stroying harbours in order that they may not be at the 
trouble of blockading them, is in harmony with the recognised 
provisions of the law of nations.

There is no reason whatever to suppose that the balance of 
trade is so greatly against America as to cause an enormous 
issue of specie. It is not possible to make the account up 
accurately as far as respects the whole continent of America ; 
for no satisfactory figures are or can be known to us, and the 
exports and imports of a particular port, even of New York, 
are but incomplete materials for judgment. But the general 
result is clear. The cessation of the export of cotton would 
have a tendency to make gold flow from America to Europe, 
if other things were as they used to be. But other things 
are not as they used to be. The imports of America from 
Europe and from the East have enormously diminished, and 
the entire consumption of the States, except in warlike 
articles, is greatly reduced. No nations diminish their con- 
sumption so quickly as the Americans: they advance rapidly 
to take a new and higher position in society ; they recede 
again as easily. On the whole, it cannot be proved that the 
balance of trade or any ordinary trading contingency is 
likely to endanger the stability of the New York Banks. 

But these Banks are placed in the midst of difficulties and 
dangers much greater and much more complex than those 
which bankers under ordinary circumstances are required to 
consider. They have to provide against the actual results of 
protracted civil war, and against the imminent danger of a 
Government currency, which will be unlimited in quantity, 
which will be inconvertible in practice, which it will be im- 
possible to give. 

In all countries all war—civil war especially—engenders 
a love of real money. Coin sticks to fearful fingers. Hoards 
of the precious metals are sure to be formed over a whole 
country, each one petty in amount, but of which the ag 
gate is always considerable, and is sometimes vast. {t is 
evident that such must be the case in America nov. We 
generally receive large supplies of gold from thenes and now 
we receive none. We have lately sent vast sams of gold 
thither, and we have not yet received back any of them. 
Part of the vast outlay of the Governmer for military pur- 
poses, is no doubt spent among a pvpulation different in 
habits and inferior in station to those who would have received 
the same money if laid out for pacific purposes. The new 
military outlay is spent probably among a rougher and ruder 
class, who do not keep regular accounts with bankers, and 
whose money, therefore, is much longer in finding its way to 
the general money market than that of pacific and indus- 
trial professions. Panic, too, as the war goes on, will probably 
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be more difficult to allay than it has been as yet, unless 
the Federal force should achieve some success, which we 
cannot anticipate, and which their past history does not indi- 
cate. The longer the war continues, the greater will be the 
diffused dissatisfaction and alarm through the whole of the 
Northern States. To whatever extent a demand for the 

ious metals may be then created, it tends to create a 
fomand for specie upon the Banks, which are the great reser- 
yoirs of it. Mere civil dread, if carried far enough, would 
cause a suspension of specie payments in any country. 

But dangerous as the mere continuance of the civil war is 
to the banks of New York, it is nothing as compared with the 
dangers which impend over them from the operations of Mr 
Chase. If he should issue any large quantities of incon- 
vertible paper, it is almost inevitable that specie should 
pearly disappear from circulation, This is what happened 
in France. 

“Soon after,” says an eye-witness, “the first acts of 
violence which attended the commencement of the revolution, 
gold and silver coin became extremely searce ; there was a 
general cry, and almost a universal belief, that the coin had 
been carried into foreign countries, and very strict, but very 
fatile, regulations were made to prevent what was thought 
so great an evil. To men of reflection, it was very obvious 
that the only possible cause of a scarcity which was so 
sensible, must be the general alarm which had spread 
throughout the country, and which must have induced most 
persons who were possessed of money to bury or conceal it, 
as the only resource they could have when their other pro- 
perty was gone. The creation of assignats operated in the 
same way, but to such a degree as to make all coin dis- 
appear. It was obvious to everybody that a time would 
come when assignats would be of no value; everybody, 
therefore, who was inclined to save anything, saved in coin 
and paid in assignats. If assignats had not been created, 
coin, however scarce, must have continued in circulation. 
A man possessed of coin must have parted with some of it, 
or must have refused himself the necessaries of life; and 
no future evil which he was disposed to provide against 
could be greater than that of starving. As soon as the 
assignats were put an end to, gold and silver coin again 
immediately appeared in the very same Louis d’or and crowns 
which it was supposed had been exported into foreign coun- 
tries aud melted.” 

If Mr Chase’s currency proposals should have a similar 
effect, it will be impossible for the Banks to preserve their 
specie so Jong as they pay it away freely. If they pay coin, 
and every one pays them paper, the result is plain. In that 
case they can only retain a specie reserve by a suspension 
of cash payments. 


THE WHEAT SUPPLY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST, 
S1r,—Notwithstanding that free trade has given such inesti- 
mable blessings to the inhabitants of these islands generally, it 
seems to have had an injurious effect upon the brain of the corn- 
dealer, which has shrivelled up from the capacity of that of a first- 
class merchant to that of a second-rate agent or broker. In former 
times we used to depend upon the sagacity and foresight of our 
corn merchants to draw supplies from foreign places in time to 
meet our wants; but since the year 1846 the producing countries 
have been sending us their surplus wheat, which has proved 
sufficient for our requirements ; the mental force of that class of 
persons has not, therefore, been exerted for the last sixteen years, 
and the supineness and apathy of the trade at the present mo- 
mentous period, when we are actually on the brink of scarcity, can 
thas readily be accounted for. 
_ We have had two deficient harvests in succeasion. That of 1860 
is well known, and we will dismiss it by simply stating that after 
exhausting an unprecedentediy large stock of old grain on hand 
at the beginning of the season, some of it of the growth of 1858, an 
importation of ten million quarters, or just double the customary 
foreign supply, weg required to carry us through until the suc- 
ceeding harvest, which fortunately happened to be uncommonly 
ey ue of 1861, however, has been thought by most people to 
be fair in quantity and excellent in quality, the delusion having 
arisen from the fact that we-had remarkably fine weather during 
the summer months, few persona having taken into consideration 
that the previous autumn, winter, and spring had been most un- 
propitious, and that a bad sowing season must naturally produce 
a bad reaping season : sunshine will not make wheat grow where 
itis not sown, and when it did not germinate. The average 
wants of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland are 
25,500,000 quarters of wheat, 22,500,000 quarters being required 
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for food and manufacturing purposes, and 3,000,000 quarters for 
seed; the production in years of plenty is 20,500,000 quarters, 
and the importation 5,000,000 quarters. In consequence of the 
extraordinary late harvest of 1860 and the bad weather which 
followed, only three-fourths of the customary quantity of seed was 
committed to the ground in the autumn of that year and the 
spring of 1861, and it is estimated that over an eighth of that 
which was sown did not germinate; that about one million 
quarters were ‘‘ shed” and lost in the fields by becoming over- 
ripe; that there has been taken for seed 750,000 quarters above 
the usual average, this season, in consequence of the fine autumn, 
all the unoccupied land of last year being now devoted to wheat 
in addition to the usual rotation of crops ; and that the exports to 
France sum up 1,000,000 quarters. Reducing this statement to a 
tabular form, it will be seen that there is only half a crop left for 
a year’s consumption, or 10,250,000 quarters, making our neces- 
sities for foreign grain 15,250,000 quarters from harvest to har- 
vest, a very small portion of which quantity has reached or is 
expected to arrive at our ports, and if there is not some alacrity 
in the corn trade, we shall soon have prices as high as they have 
been at any time since the beginning of this cen The small 
farmers are mostly out of stock, and the large agriculturists have 
very scanty supplies, The miserable yield of 1860 involved the 
producers in debt, and they, therefore, parted with the greater 
portion of the crop of 1861 the first four months, leaving very 
little in granary to send to market during the remaining eight 
months of the consuming year. As to the quality of the wheat 
crop of 1861, it is, no doubt, very fine in England: it is, however, 
very indifferent in Scotland and Wales, and very inferior in 
Ireland. On the whole, it may come up to an average per bushel 
in flour-making properties.

These figures, large as they may appear, do not include the five 
weeks’ earlier consumption or ‘‘ run” on the crop of 1861 to pateb

—in other words, the remarkably early crop of 1861 has to supply 
a year of over thirteen months; and that, with all the economy 
that can be practised, the importations of foreign grain into Eng- 
land will have to be greater than ever to carry us through until 
next harvest, be it ever so premature, 

We must not forget, too, that our neighbours of France will 
require at least 10,000,000 quarters of wheat, with a probability 
that 12,000,000 quarters may be wanted, as, in addition to their 
wheat crops having failed, Indian corn is ni/, and so is the product

CROPS AND PROSPECTS. 


Tue fields everywhere present a striking contrast to their appear- 
ance at the beginning of January last year. Then, after a wr 

edly wet summer and autumn, followed by an intensely cold winter, 
the appearance of the growing wheat crops was nearly as bad as 
possible. Very little wheat had been sown in a well-prepared 
seed-bed, and the breadth sown was greatly deficient. The 
severity of the frost is thought to have destroyed some of the 
wheat plant, while much of the land sown, especially after beans, 
was in a very foul state. These causes and others dependent:on 
the weather resulted in a thin crop of wheat almost universally, so. 
that much of the strong land in England actually sown with wheat 
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produced in 1861 little more than half an average yield. Barley | 


and oats, however, were both abundant and good, and the straw 
of both these grains now furnishes provender for stock not much 
inferior to hay. 


Now, the wheat crops are looking remarkably well. The very ary | 


summer and autumn enabled farmers to clean and prepare their 


land better than in most seasons, and the result is that an unusually || 


wide breadth of wheat has been sown. The wheat, too, was sown 
earlier in the season than has recently been the practice in many 
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sufficiently checked any undue luxuriance. The weather has, 
however, been for the most part mild, and until the last few days 

dry. Store stock have, therefore, been kept out of doors, 
nl have thriven on the pastures with but little assistance from dry 
fodder. Sheep on the grass land have also maintained themselves 
in good condition without extra food, while the turnip crops have 
proved most abundant, and the dryness of the land has rendered 
the sheep feeding off the turnips remarkably healthy where the 
farmers have provided their flocks with chaff, upland meadow hay, 
or other dry food, in addition to roots. 

The use of the pulping machine, introduced to many farms last 
year for the purpose of economising the then scanty supply of 
roots, /has been continued now for the purpose of mixing the 
pulped roots with drier food, such as chaff, crushed oats, malt dust, 
or linseed cake, and has been found as beneficial to the stock as it 
is economical. The Nottinghamshire reporter of the Mark Lane 
Express mentions an extensive farmer who stated he had saved 
twenty acres of turnips in one season by pulping and mixed food. 

The abundance, as well as the better management of food, has 
led to so much bullock-feeding this winter as to induce an expecta- 
tion that beef may be somewhat cheaper in the spring than it has 
been of late pene Sheep are deficient, and the price is high. 
The South Hertfordshire correspondent of the Express says :— 
“* Swedes and turnips are so abundant, that the chief difficulty is 
how they are to be consumed, as the sheep are not so numerous as 
we should like to see them.” And he makes this suggestion :— 
* We cannot help thinking that a general amnesty to lambs for 


| two successive seasons would greatly increase our flocks of sheep, 


and prove advantageous to the producer and consumer of mutton 
in the end. The greater part of our wethers are now killed some 
months too early, and it is very difficult to buy store sheep at a 
price to pay for feeding.” This is really a question for farmers to 
consider for themselves, and the very generality of the practice of 
fattening young sheep proves that farmers find it more profitable 
to do so than to keep them round another year. It is certain, 
however, that except'on the driest soils,—the turnip and barley 
lands,—it is difficult to force lambs through their first winter so as 
to bring them out fat during the following summer without a greater 
consumption of corn or cake than may be profitable. But what a 
farm can.or cannot do in respect of sheep-keeping will soon be 
ascertained by any observant occupier, who will act accordingly. 

The price of wool has been heavy, but with the stimulus of an 
assured peace with the United States there is every prospect of 
an improvement. The price of corn may, perhaps, somewhat give 
way, though, as our own crop was a short one, and the aspect of 
commerce and the money market seems encouraging to trade, 
farmers do not anticipate much reduction. Labourers are not so 
well employed as at one time, there being comparatively little 
draining or other works of permanent improvement doing by 
farmers, the losses of 1860 and the short wheat crop of 1861 
having somewhat diminished their means. As regards the future, 
nothing can be more promising than the present state of our farms. 
The work was never more forward or the land cleaner, so that with 
seasonably fine weather during the next three months, we may 
reckon on good crops of spring-sown corn. 


AGRICULTURAL IMPEDIMENTS. 
Tar security of possession is the main source of improvement is 
an axiom in the management of landed property. Yet the extent 
to which insecurity prevails amongst the tenant-farmers of Eng- 
land is perfectly surprising. No one can go into the rural dis- 
tricts without hearing of cases in which farmers have suffered in 
some way or other from the precarious tenures on which they hold 
their farms; and so far from joining in the complaints we often hear 
at the backwardness of much English husbandry, our astonish- 
ment is often raised by the fact that many farms are cultivated 
atall, when the conditions on which the tenants hold are considered. 
The explanation, perhaps, is that many of the tenants are men of 
capital so inadequate to good cultivation, as to render it certain 
that they would never have been allowed to occupy their farms at 
all if the estate had been well managed. The general effects are a 
low standard of husbandry, and that enterprising and independent 
men are repelled from the business of agriculture. A practical 
case best illustrates such propositions. 

The following letter from a tenant-farmer in one of the midland 
counties is given by the North British Agriculturist :— 

I am farming on —— Forest ; and though it does very well in seasons 
such as the two last, it is not very desirable in drs seasons. 1 quite agree 
with you in your remarks respecting rent, as I am quite persuaded that 
the lowest priced farms are frequently the dearest. One of the great 
drawbacks bere is the game nuisance and the insecurity of tenure. To 
give you a case in point on my own farm :—I came here five years ago, 
with a good capital for the size of farm—a little under 400 acres. I in- 
vested the whole of it in this farm, have farmed high, having expended 


| yearly more money in procuring artificial manures than the sum paid as 


Fent of the farm ; and now that there is a probability of my beginning to 
get back some of the money sunk in the land, a young landlord comes in 
possession, bas a great desire for game, appoints a new agent, and it is 
generally reported that another advance in the rents isto take place very 
shortly, although there was an advance of about 15 per cent. six years 


ago, one one of what amount I do not recollect, a short period pre- 
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districts. We'have had a few days of frost at intervals, which have 
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I have reclaimed a large plot of land on my farm that had never 
known the plough before, at a considerable expense, at the wish of the 
late agent, and I am now informed the drains are to be stopped up ang 
the land to be planted as a harbour for game. 

When such things as these are constantly taking place, it naturally 
causes farmers to be on the look-out to see if there is no part of Britain 
where there is some security for his capital, and a reasonable prospect of 
doing something more than merely LIvING. 

There is really no security for the farmer against such evils ag 
a new landlord or a new agent may inflict upon him excepts 
lease, and no lease can be deemed a safe one for the farmer if it 
contains any reservation of game. 

The mistake made by farmers and the fallacy urged by land. 
owners in regard to yearly holdings and game reservations consist 
in this; the actual possessor of the estate is a person the farmer 
believes he can trust. He has been long in possession, and has 
managed his property or dealt with his tenants in a manner which 
the farmer may not object to. His power to preserve game on his 
tenants’ farms has been used with moderation. His steward, 
though perhaps crochetty, is pretty well known in the district, and 
his requirements, if not of the wisest, are tolerably well 
defined. In cases of this sort, farmers much in want of farms con- 
sent to run what they consider definite risks, and become yearly 
tenants, accepting probably verbal assurances that they will not be 
injured by game. This is what landowners sometimes call mutual 
confidence, and to some extent it. partakes of this character, 
though it is not unfrequently confidence misplaced. Bat it 
seldom happens that farmers dare to make any considerable 
outlays with a view to distant returns—and most of the important 
agricultural improvements are of that nature—when they enter on 
their farms under such circumstances as we have referred to. They 
may jog on well enough whilst the owner on whom they relied lives, 
or the'steward, of whose limits of deviation from sound commercial 
principle they have the measure, retains his situation ; but witha 
new landlord or a new steward a new state of things may arise. 
Who can say what game may then be preserved, or new rules of 
culture or non-culture may be insisted on? Or, again, what 
guarantee is there that the farmer will not be made to pay for his 
own improvements in the form of an advanced rent? Such 
changes are of constant occurrence, and prudent farmers will not 
place themselves in the position of being injured by them.

Tue present volume, like ‘‘ The Recreations of a Country Parson,” 

noticed some time since in our pages, is a series of essays reprinted 

from ‘ Fraser’s Magazine.’ ‘They are marked by the same 
thoughtful observation, the same tolerant and yet searching spirit, 
and the same quiet humour that made the former volume very 
delightful reading. Quiet and unexciting as these essays are, they 
yet convey the impression of a keenly susceptible and refined 
mind—of a mind whose tranquillity is the result rather of a strong 
and constant self-mastery than the effect of a naturally phlegmatic 
constitution. The scene of the writer’s labours has been changed, 
as the title of this volume intimates, from the country to a town, 
and in consequence we lose most of the pleasant descriptions of 
natural scenery which formed an agreeable feature of his former 
collection of essays. That the mind of the writer is peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to the harmonies and influences of nature, the following 
passage, taken from a paper “Concerning Solitary Days,” one of

the lonely man that skies and mountains, woods and fields and 
rivers, tell with their full effect ; it is to him that they become 4 
part of life ; it is in him that they make the inner shade or sun- 
shine, and originate aod direct the processes of the intellect.

months or years of comparative loneless may permanently affect 
character; we can stand a great deal of kneading without being 
lastingly affected, either for better or worse ; but there can be no 
question at all that in a solitary life Nature rises into a real com- 
panion, producing upon our present mood a real effect. As more 
articulate and louder voices die away upon our ear, we begin to 
hear the whisper of trees, the murmur of brooks, the song of birds, 
with a distinctness and a meaning not known before.” This 18 
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written with feeling, and is in a a measure true; yet we think 
that the writer gives perhaps rather more than its due influence to 
humanity. ‘Though. in the company of even the dearest and most 
sympathising friend, we may not be able to experience that 
‘lonely rapture of lonely minds,” which for the time severs us 
from all human ties, and leaves us alone with Nature and Nature’s 
God,—in ordinary circumstances of country surroundings, the 
presence of a friend need scarcely affect our perception or enjoy- 
ment of natural objects. 


All the essays in this volume, with theexception of the first and 
last, have, we believe, appeared in ‘‘ Fraser.” ‘‘ The Parson’s 
Leisure Hours in Town” is a kind of introduction to the others. 
The concluding paper, on ‘* College Life at Glasgow,” is an affec- 
tionate record of the author's residence there. The account of the 
struggles and privations of many of the students is very touching. 
This is from the pen of one of them. ‘ If I was poor, I had no 
objections to live poorly. After attending classes and hospitals 
from daybreak to sunset, I contented myself with a dinner and 
supper in one, of bread and milk, or perhaps a mess of potatoes, 
with salt for their only sauce. A deal table, a half-broken chair, 
and a straw pallet, were all the furniture I had about me; and 
very rarely did I indulge myself with a fire. But I could wrap a 
blanket round my legs, trim my lamp, and plunge into the world 
of books and forget everything.” What would an Oxford gentle- 
man commoner say to this? In this hardy self-denial of almost 
the necessaries of life for the sake of education, we see an important 
and most valuable element of the Scotch character ;—at the same 
time the strong and general desire to get into the Church sends 
many to the Universities who would be much more fitly employed 
as ploughmen or mechanics, and for whom the numberless privations 
endured by their families in order that they may make their son 
and brother ‘a minister and a gentleman” are useless and 
unavailing. We must conclude this imperfect notice of a really 
good book, by saying that it should take the position of inmate 
rather than guest in the house. It will repay frequent perusal, and, 
if we mistake not, will be more liked and appreciated on the last 
reading than the first.

The article on “‘ Bengal Planters and Ryots ” 
will be very acceptable to those who wish to see an epitome of the 
truth on both sides of the indigo quarrel. It is admirable for its 
lucid statement of the complexities of the subject, and the calm, 
just spirit in which it is written. ‘‘ The Province and Methods of 
Historical Study” is a comprehensive review of the late contro- 
versy between the Oxford and Cambridge Professors of Modern 
History and their opponents. The reviewer, after stating and 
sifting the leading ideas on each side, points out that each school 
of history has laid hold of one-half of its legitimate province, 
“and has not only depreciated the other, but has stretched the 
province of its own half far beyond its true limits.” ‘The article 
is a masterly one, displaying both grasp and subtlety of thought, 
and manifesting a just and courteous tone to all the belligerents, 
The article on the “‘ Italian Clergy and the Pope” is one of great 
interest. The writer shows that the patriotic and national feeling 
is fairly alive among the lower orders of the Italian clergy, and 
that in the collision into which this has brought them with the 
Bishops, they have not seldom been victorious. Let us quote a 
few instances ; the extract is long, but the importance of the de- 
tails is so great at the present moment in forming any judgment 
on ecclesiastical Italian politics, that our readers will thank us for 
placing the facts before them :— 

A yearly festival of National Independence and Unity has been estab- 
lished by a law which passed the Chamber of Deputies and Senate last 
May. In the debate on it, us, we remember, stress was especially laid 
On the absence of any clause to provide for a public religious service 
on these occasions of general thanksgiving. It was then plainly avowed 
by Signor Minghetti, the Minister of the Interior, that “one of the 
motives which had induced the government to omit such a provision was 
the *xpress wish to mark the essential distinction between the powers or 
functions of Church and State.” He declared “that they would seize 
very Opportunity of converting that great principle into a reality, as the 
basis of their new institutions.” As soon as the law was passed, Signor 
Minghetti issued a circular to the senators, gonfaloniers, syndics, and 
other communa\ authorities, instructing them how each municipality 
should prepare for the celebration on the first Sunday in June, They 
were to send ‘a courteous invitation” to the ecclesiastical authority in 
each district respectively, merely asking whether the clergy would be 
pleased to assist on that occasion with a religious ceremony, which would 
consist simply of a mass and the Ambrosian hymn. “ But if in any 
case,” the Minister went on to remark, ‘the ecclesiastical authorities 
cannot comply with this invitation, the king’s government, while deplor- 
ing what it considers to be an illusion on their part, desires that their 
Conscientious sentiments may be scrupulously respected, and you are 
not therefore to insist on that point.” 

The bishops, or the other chief diocesan authorities, where the long- 
Standing quarrel between the courts of Rome and Turin had prevented 
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the institution of bishops to fill the vacant sees, made haste, in very 
ae ee to interdict their clergy from taking part in the national 
estival.......... 

One of the earliest and most notorious of these collisions between 
different orders of the clergy, excited by the dispute which arose from 
Minghetti’s circular, took placeat Milan, The vicar episcopal, Mon 
Caccia, having peremptorily forbidden the clergy of his diocese to 
any thing to do with the intended celebration of United Italy, fifteen of 
the Milanese canons thereupon addressed a letter to the civic authorities, 
declaring that they world have cheerfully joined in it, but for this ‘pro- 
hibition, The parish pi ‘ests, or curates, of Milan and its neighbourhood, 
then followed with an address to their deputy-bishop, telling him that, 
while they must obey, they yet made bold to disapprove his order, as one 
“tending to disturb the minds of the people, to fill them with distrust 
of the clergy, and to estrange them from habits of religion.” They 
expressed a fear lest Monsignor Caccia’s obtrusive hostility to the publie 
joy should provoke a breach of the peace. Ia fact, being unfortunately 
mobbed as be went the next Sunday from his palace to the cathedral, he 
thought it best to escape further inconvenience by leaving the city. The 
Chapter, on whom in his absence the ecclesiastical rule devolved, set 
aside his injunctions, when the appointed day for the festival came round, 
and allowed some kind of religious service to be performed. The 
address, which we have quoted, from the Milanese parochial clergy, 
obtained in the meantime nearly two hundred signatures. The Bishop 
of Brescia having likewise ordered his clergy to keep aloof from the 
national festival, they drew up so strong a protest against his conduct, 
that, without any menace of popular disorder there, he was fain to retire 
for very disappointment and shame, leaving in his place the vicar-general 
of his diocese, who patched’ up the breach with an ambiguous direction 
to have prayers “for the king” read on the national thanksgiving day. 
The vicar of Pavia, with all the priests of that city, and those of several 
other places in Lombardy, announced their intention to take part in the 
festival. About fifty clergymen at Piacenza likewise got up a declaration, 
in which they said that ‘‘they, both as priests and as citizens, could 
appreciate, as highly as their fellow-countrymen, the great efforts and 
sacrifices, which their king, his ministers, and all classes of the com- 
munity, had made for the redemption of Italy; that they should feel 
they deserved the reproach of ingratitude, therefore, as well as that 
of an illiberal temper, if they were to refrain from joining in this 
celebration; and that they should be unfaithful to the pastoral office 
if they separated themselves on such an occasion from their flocks, 
since they held it to be the duty of ministers of the Gospel to share in 
the joys and hopes of the people.” These Piacenza clergymen added, 
that in their view, “true religion should bless and sanctify the fraternal 
communion of nationality for all the Italians, and that the political unity 
of their nation would be favourable to the unity of the faith.” In almost 
the same phrase went the public manifesto of the canons of St Ambrose 
at Milan. They said, “religion is the friend of liberty, and this 
is a fitting occasion for us to teach our people that the unity of Italy, 
which they so much praise and desire, is quite consistent with the unity of 
the Catholic faith. We are most anxious,’ the Ambrosian canons went 
on, ‘*to prevent any suspicion that the Italian clergy are xccomplices of a 
party which is hostile to the present government—of a party which is 
indeed the enemy of Italy, now that she seeks to constitute herself asa 
great nation.” It must not be supposed, from what has been stated of 
the general conduct of the Italian bishops, that there were none of them 
who sympathised with the people. Those of Verona and Mantua, within 
the Austrian Quadrilateral, wrote letters recommending a participation ia 
the national festival to the clergy of certain outlying districts, situated in 
the dioceses of Verona and Mantua, but on the right bank of the river 
Mincio, and in the actual dominions of Victor Emanuel. The Bishop 
of Sarzana, in a circuler to the rural deans, gave the festival his warmest 
approva!, and enjoined the clergy of each commune to accept the invita- 
tion of its syndic, and to perform in its principal church the ritual pro gratiae 
rum actione, with the prayer pro rege, and the benediction of the holy 
Sacrament to conclude. It was about the same time, that in Tuscany, 
the Bishop of Conversano publicly rebuked some Jesuits, or other father 
confessors, “ for having denied absolution to the faithfal because they 
were in favour of liberal political institutions, and because they had 
voted for the kingdom of Italy one and independent.’’ The refusal of 
absolution on such grounds was denounced by this bishop as an “un- 
reasonable, unjust, and irreligious proceeding,” and he judicially suspended 
those who had done so from hearing confessions in future. In the 
Neapolitan territory, there aresimilar instances. Monsignor Capputi, the 
Bishop of Ariano, actively espoused the national cause, and was appointed ‘ 
chaplain-general to the army in the south of lialy. We observe that the 
Bishop of Potenza has recently followed his example. At Florence, the 
clergy liberally disposed, seeing that they were risking ecclesiastical penal- 
ties, and, it might be, the deprivation of their benefices, set the example of 
clubbing their funds for self-protection, and forming themselves into a 
Mutual Aid Society, whose real object, though not set forth in their rales, |- 
was to afford each other relief in such a case. 

An amusing paper on Mr Charles Reade, a legal argument on 
the Bishop of Salisbury’s prosecution of Dr Williams, a paper on 
Ecclesiastes, and a short but clear statement of the law of the 
Trent case and the question at issue, complete the number.

Tue “ Westminster” opens this number with an excellent article 
on “ Law in and for India,” which discusses the adaptabilities of 
English law to our Indian Empire, and the modifications by which 
it may be harmonised with the just requirements of the subject 
races. ‘There is also an elaborate paper on ‘‘ Popular Education 
in Prussia,” chiefly based on the recent British Commission: of 
Inquiry into the state of German popular education. Many facts 
are here stated which tend to convey a far less favourable opinion 
of Prussian education than we have been accustomed to hold. 
Most of our readers will be surprised to hear that the account ot 
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the Prussian school system which was brought from Germany by 
M. Cousin, and translated into English by Mrs Austin, and which 
has ever since been cited as the best authority on the subject, is 
little more than a brilliant French fable. Von Altenstein, then 
Minister of Public Instruction, showed M. Cousin an elaborate 
draft of the plan which he had drawn up, but which he was not 
then able to introduce, and which has never yet been introduced 
into Prussia. “ What was his astonishment and amusement, how- 
ever, to find, when M. Cousin’s ‘Report’ was published, that 
» rter had taken his description of Prussian schools from 

Von Altenstein’s manuscript, while professing to base his statement 
on what he himself had seen during his inspection!” ‘The article 
on America, we regret to see, is anti-N orthern, even to the pomt 
of being pro-Southern. The theological article is on “The Re- 
ligious Heresies of the Working Classes,” and is so lamentably 
feeble, as to be plainly from a very different hand from any of 
those which have given the ‘‘ Westminster ” its theological repu- 
tation. Of the remaining papers, the best is one on the recent 
translations of the “Odyssey” by Dean Alford and Mr Worsley. 
It is very interesting and well written, and displays a reflective 
and poetic mind,

The gem of the number is Turner’s beautiful landscape, which is 
- uisitely engraved, and is radiant with the fresh brightness of 
nglish summer morning. 





Tae Enctish Woman’s Jouryan. January. Kent and Co. 
Tas number contains a very pleasing memoir by Miss Parkes of 
Madame Marie Pape-Carpantier, a lady who was first known as 
a poetess, but who is now the superintendent of the Paris Normal 
School for training mistresses for the Salles d'asile, or Govern- 
ment infant schools. There is also a curious account, by Madame 
Bodichon, of the “ Painted Glass Windows executed by the 
Carmelite Nuns of Mans,” besides minor papers on “ Newlyn 
and its Fisherwomen,” the Disderi Exhibition of life-size photo- 
graphic portraits, &c. But the most interesting of all the articles 
is one on Female Home Missions, in the ‘ Notices of Books.” 
The deeply touching facts here narrated ought to make their way 
to all who have time and means to help the degraded and ignorant 
crowds who swarm in our cities, and perish daily for want ‘of help 
and counsel,

It had been expected that the Bank of wease would to-day 
reduce its rate of discount, but no announcement on the subject 
has been made. 

An Imperial decree in the Moniteur convokes the French 
Senate and Ccrps Legislatif for the 27th of this month. It is not 
improbable that, in his speech on opening them, the Emperor will 
give some indication of the financi < pata which M. Fould has 
resolved on adopting ; at all events, very shortly after that date, 
the Hon. we will be under the necessity of explaining what 
his plan is. A short time back, as you are aware, ti the belief was 
entertained that among other things he contemplated increasi 
the duties on coffee and sugar ; itis now, however, alleged that he 
will not touch those articles. Let us hope that the allegation 
is true. To re-establish a heavy tax on such things would be a 
clumsy expedient, unworthy of the financial Minister of a | ar 
country at such an epoch as this. Many suggestions are made to 
the Minister, and one of them is that an increase of the Post Office 
revenue might be obtained by a reduction of the existing rate of 
20 centimes (say 2d) to 10c (say 1d), and by making the postage 
toforeign countries, or at all events to England, not more than 10c¢. 

The belief is entertained that the Superior Council of Commerce 
will very shortly commence the investigation into the state of the 
merchant shipping of this country, which the Government pro- 
mised a long time ago. You are aware that though the claims of 
French shipowners to protection are almost universally considered 
unreasonable, those persons are subjected to a series of regulations 
which are vexatious and expensive, and ought, therefore, to be 
abolished forthwith. 

A decree, dated February last allowed foreign cotton fabrics to 
be imported into France to be printed or dyed, subject to the 
condition of being re-exported, or, if kept in the country, of pay- 
ing the duties on printed or dyed goods. This decree has worked 
well ; as under it not fewer than 160 tons of ia aa cotton fabrics

ANTWERP, Jan. 8. 

A report on the commerce of this place during the last year

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The annexed commercial intelligence is from Bombay to Dec. 12 :— 
Imports—We have to report a further material advance in the values of 
piece goods generally. For several days after the departure of last mail 
our market was very excited, and large sales of piece goods were eff-cted 
at an advance of 2 to 4 annas on previous rates. This improvement was 
subsequently checked by the injudicious policy of some European houses 
calling bazaars, thinking by this means to get rid of large quantities of 
goods at full prices. Dealers, however, took fright at this, and at once 
reduced their offers 2 to 3 annas per piece, and the bazaars closed with- 
out any sales being effected. ‘Within the last few days, holders are again 
firmer. Twist is again in excellent demand, and the values of most counts 
have advanced from half an anna to one anna per Ib. Metals, with the 
exception of copper and yellow metal sheathing, are very dull. These two 
descriptions have however, changed hands freely during the fortnight at 
an advance on previous rates, Exports—Cotton—During the past fort- 
night we have had a very active market, and large purchases on the spot 
and for future delivery have taken place at advanced rates. Compta, 
Dhollera, and Broach are now arriving pretty freely; the quality of 
Compta is a fair average, whilst that of Broach and Dhollera is below the 
average of former seasons. Our market closes quiet but very firm, both 
buyers and sellers being equa'ly disinclined to operate pending the 
arrival of the mail now due. Seeds—The demand for linseed continues 
active. Stocks continue light with moderate arrivals. _Wools—The 
demand is still good, aud large sales have taken place at higher rates. 
Freighte—To Liverpool: cotton, 27 10s to 2/ 12s 6d; seeds, 1/ 10s to 
ll 12864. To London: cotton, 2/ 10s; seeds, 2/ 2s 6d to 2/ 5s,

In the corresponding week of 1852, the approaching turn 
out of the engineers of London and Manchester continued 
to excite great attention. A public commission had been 
appointed to consider the disposal of the Great Exhibition 
building, and to receive evidence from persons qualified to 
give an opinion on the subject. A crowded meeting had 
taken place at Bristol to urge the necessity of some reform 
measure being brought forward in the ensuing session. The 
supply of money in the London market was abundant, and 
from the appearance of the foreign exchanges, continued 
ease was anticipated. 

In 1859, the world was startled by the bold bid for the 
suffrages of the Italian revolutionary party contained in the 
speech of the King of Sardinia at the opening of the Cham- 
bers. Austria was pouring troops into Lombardy to strengthen 
her garrisons. Great agitation prevailed in the stock mar- 
kets throughout Europe. The French Three per Cents. had 
fallen no less than 5 per cent. within eleven days, the price 
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being 68f 50c, while the fall in Consols amounted to 1} per 
cents Immense losses had been sustained in Paris, where 
the connection between the Court and the Bourse excited 
general disgust. The discount on the Turkish, Brazilian, 
and Chilian loans varied from 2 to 4 per cent. The shares 
of the Lombardo-Venetian Railway had fallen to + pre- 
mium. The decrease in the Bank’s reserve in the dividend 
week was only 151,214/, the other securities having dimi- 
nished by 1,645,5482, 


In 1860, considerable withdrawals of bullion were taking 
place from the Bank of England, in consequence of the 
heavy drain for India. Large quantities of India enfaced 
paper were being absorbed in this country. The Bank of 
France returns showed a decrease of 1,800,000/ in the 
bullion, but the total still stood at 21,000,000. Numerous 
applications were being made for the new Canadian loan of 
2,800,0002, the total subscribed being 22,000,000/. The 
loan had been quoted as high as 3$ premium. 


In 1861, the news of the definitive secession of South 
Carolina from the Union had arrived. The other Cotton 
States were about to hold conventions for the same purpose ; 
but it was still thought in New York that they would only 
secede *“ with the view of coming back when the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is amended so as to protect pro- 
perty in slaves.” Some compromise was otherwise expected. 
The Federal Government had issued proposals for a loan of 
1,000,000/, but only about half that sum had been sub- 
scribed at from 6 to 36 discount. Large sums in gold con- 
tinued to be sent from this country to America. The Bank 
of France had raised their rate of discount from 54 to 7 
per cent. Intelligence had been received of the departure 
of the allied army from Pekin. In London, the examination 
of the partners in the failed leather house of Streatfeild, 
Laurence, and Mortimore had just been concluded in the 
Court of Bankruptcy. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1852, an excess of 
255,6417; in 1859, a deficiency of 838,3867; in 1860, 
a deficiency of 4,349,461/; and in 1861, a deficiency of 
6,022,3412. In 1862, the excess is 49,6012, 

Discount anD Monry Marxet.—The Bank of England 
yesterday reduced their rate of discount from 3 per cent., at 
which it was fixed on the 7th of November last, to 2} per 
cent. 

The steady improvement in the accounts of the Bank had 
caused an expectation of an early decline in the rate of dis- 
count, but it was generally believed that any reduction 
would be deferred for a week. It appears, however, that 
the satisfactory intelligence from America induced the Court 
to act at once, and the announcement has given general 
satisfaction. Yesterday, the demand at the Bank was rather 
active, but in the open market the best bills were taken at 
24 to 24 per cent. ‘To-day, there has been a fair inquiry, 
but no change has taken place in the rates. The following 
are the approximate charges for paper of various dates :—

Although the rates for long-dated bills are lower, there is 
rather less disposition shown to take paper of this descrip- 
tion. Iu exceptional cases, three months’ bills have been 
negotiated a fraction under 24 per cent. 

On the Stock Exchange, there is little demand for money, 
while the supply remains abundant, being augmented by the 
release of the dividends. The rate for loans on Government 
securities is nominally about 1 per cent. 

The discount establishments and joint stock banks have 
made the usual alteration in their allowance on deposits. 
The former have reduced their terms from 2 to 14 per cent. 
for money at call, and from 2} to 1$ per cent. with seven 
days’ notice. The joint stock banks have adopted a uni- 
form rate of 14 instead of 2 per cent.; the London and 
Westminster, however, giving 1 per cent. only on sums 
below 500/. 

The monthly account of the Bank of France, published 
in the Moniteur of this morning, gives the followiug re-

In consequence of the settlement of the Trent affair, the 
rates for war risks at Lloyd’s have become nominal. The 
first capture of a vessel insured here was effected by the 
Sumter, when she took the Vigilant. The cargo brought by 
the latter ship was intended to have been guano, and the 
consignees were some houses in England. The Eugenia 
Smith, out of which two passengers were taken by the Fe- 
deral steamer Santiago de Cuba, was built at Lewis, in the 
State of Delaware, in 1844, and was registered under the 
British flag last year. 

An advance has taken place in the price of saltpetre, 
from an expectation that the present prohibition to export 
may be rescinded. The foreign markets are generally very 
scantily supplied with this article, and prices are in most 
cases much higher than in England.

EnGLisH Funps.—Consols were dull in the earlier part of 
the week, and at one period marked as low as 92, owing to 
apprehensions respecting the American question. Some in- 
fluential buyers then appeared, especially for houses consi- 
dered to possess good information respecting the United 
States, and a rise occurred of nearly five-eighths. On 
Thursday the announcement of the release of Messrs Mason 
and Slidell caused great buoyancy and a further immediate 
improvement, Consols touching 93%. From this point, how- 
ever, there was a reaction, and the final price to-day was 
93} to 3, or about seven-eighths per cent. above last Friday. 
Owing to the abundance of money, the quotation for the 9th 
of February ie the same as for immediate delivery. The 
market throughout the week has again been entirely influ- 
enced by the American affair, to the exclusion of all other 
considerations both home and foreign. 

Notwithstanding the heavy fluctuations during the month, 
the settlement of the account yesterday has been attended by 
only two small failures in the Stock Exchange, both for 
unimportant amounts. 

Exchequer bills have been in demand, from the low value 
of money, and have improved to 19s to 22s premium. 
India bonds are also higher, at 20s to 24s premium. 

India Five per Cent. stock has shown less animation, and 
the present price, 106 to }, exhibits only a fractional advance. 
Rupee paper, however, has risen about three-quarters per 
cent., the Five-and-a-Half per Cents. being quoted 1054 to 
106, and the Fives 994 to 100. 

Forrign Stocks.—The transactions in the foreign market 
have been larger than for some weeks past, and the general 
tendency has been very firm, owing to the news from 
America. The more speculative stocks have chiefly improved, 
especially Turkish and Venezuelan, the latter being partly 
influenced by the favourable advices respecting the Re- 
public. Mexican also advanced, but has since relapsed, on 
account of the preparations made by the Government of 
Mexico to resist the allied expedition. Spanish Active and 
Deferred have been in some demand ; and the Certificates of 
the confiscated interest are rather firmer. There has been 
a good inquiry for Peruvian bonds, with only a moderate 
supply in the market. Russian descriptions were dull in the 
commencement of the week, but have since recovered. 
Brazilian stocks have likewise rallied. 

The closing prices of French Three per Cents. on the 
Paris Bourse this evening was 68f 65c, showing an im- 
provement of nearly a quarter per cent. over yesterday, and 
of about 1 per cent. in the week, The rise is chiefly 
attributable to the settlement of the difficulty between 
England and America and the other consequent movements 
in our markets.

RarLWAYs AND OTHER SHares.—The railway market has 
improved on the American news, but has not maintained 
the highest point reached. ‘This tendency to reaction is 
partly owing to the declining traffic returns, the receipts 
being affected by the injury to trade, caused by the con- 
tinuance of the civil war in the States. There is also an 
expectation that the dividends for the past half-year will be 
low. On the other hand, support is derived from the low 
value of money, and the consequent indisposition of the 
public to part with their stock. Hence the floating supply 
in the market continues limited.

The prospectus states :—“ A most im- 
portant advantage has been secured by an exclusive conces- 
sion to this Company of the privilege of establishing a 
station at Roche’s Point, at the entrance to Cork Harbour, 
where the pilots reside and from whence they board the 
steamers. News will be brought to the station by the return 
pilot boats, and transmitted thence direct to London, not 
only anticipating all messages which have to be despatched 
from Queenstown, but, in fact, reaching London a consi- 
derable time before the mail tender can arrive at Queens- 
town.” 


The prospectus of the East India Cotton Agency Com- 
pany, under the Limited Liability Act, has been issued. 
The proposed capital is 500,000/, in 50,000 shares of 10/ 
each. The object of the Company is to promote the fur- 
ther export from India of a most necessary article of con- 
sumption, and “provide efficient machinery for cleaning the 
cotton in the East. The probable duration of the civil war 
in America must develop the resources of India to an ex- 
tent which no one could have contemplated a short time 
since. The Russian war stimulated the export of seed 
from India, and it has never since declined. In the same 
manner, we believe that any addition to the cotton exports 
of India to which the peculiar circumstances of the present 
moment may give rise will not die away with those circum- 
stances, but will be permanent. The direction of this Com- 
pany is of the most respectable character, and the Company 
would seem to have an excellent prospect of success. 


The India Freehold Land Colonization Trust and Agency 
Association (Limited) is intended to develop the resources 
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of India by availing itself of the late decree of the Supreme jj 
Government for the sale at the upset price of 5s an acre for 
waste, and 10s for cleared land. The Company will like- 
wise advance money on mortgage or otherwise, and act as 
agents for capitalists and non-resident proprietors in the 
investment of moneys, and the transaction of agency busi- 
ness.

New Postrace StamPs.—On the 15th instant and thenceforth, postag® 
stamps, price ninepence each, will be issued, and will be procurable at 
any post office. 

Monzy Orpers To VicrorIA AnD WesTeRN AUsTRALIA.—On the 
Ist February, and thenceforward, money orders will be issued by all 
money order offices in the United Kingdom on the undermentioned 
places in Victoria and Western Australia, at a charge of }s for any sum 
not exceeding 2/, 2s for any sum above 2/ and not exceeding 5/, 3s for 
any sum above 5/ and not exceeding 7/, and 4s for any sum above 7 
and not exceeding 10/, beyond which latter sum no single money order 
will be issued. From the above date money orders will also be issued 
for any sum not exceeding 10/ at the undermentioned places in Victoria 
and Western Australia on any money order office in the United King- 
dom. The issue of money orders under this arrangement will be in all 
respects on the same conditions as those which regulate their issue by 
one office on another office in the United Kingdom, except that in conse- 
quence of the distance between the United Kingdom and Australia, an 
interval of six instead of two months will be allowed after the issue of 
an order in one country payable in the other, before such order will 
become lapsed. For the renewal in the United Kingdom of a lapsed 
order, for the issue there of a duplicate order, or for the stoppage there 
of payment of an order, application must be made to the controller of 
the metropolitan office of that part of the kingdom (England, Ireland, 
or Scotland) in which such order. is payable. In the case of lapsed 
orders, an additional inland rate of commission will be deducted from 
the amount of the new order, and the lapsed order must be transmitted 
with the application for renewal. Inthe other cases, an additional inland 
commission must accompany the application. In transfer of payment 
from one office to another office in the United Kingdom be required, ap- 
plication should be made to the money order office at which the order is 
payable, the order being forwarded with such application. The addi- 
tional inland commission in this case will be deducted from the new 
order. For repayment of the amount of a money order, or for the cor- 
rection of any error respecting the name of the payee or remitter, appli- 
cation, accompanied with an additional inland rate of commission, must 
be made to the controller of the metropolitan office of the country in 
which the order was issued. As ali advices of colonial money orders 
must pass through the metropolitan offices of this country and of the 
colony in which the orders are issued or have to be paid, unavoidable 
delay in payment must in some instances arise; since such advices may 
occasionally arrive in the United Kingdom or in the colony one post 
after the orders have reached their destination. List of offices in Vic-

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 


The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane, to-day, was 
very small. ‘The trade, however, for all descriptions, was in a slug- 
gish state, and late prices were barely maintained. In forei 
wheat, sales could only be effected by submitting to a reduction in 
the quotations of 1s to 2s per quarter, at which a limited business 
was transacted. Malting barley was firm in value ; but grinding 
and distilling sorts were a dull inquiry. Oats, beans, and peas 
moved off slowly, at Monday’s currencies. In flour, very little 
was doing ; nevertheless, most kinds were held at previous rates. 
This week’s imports amount to 29,210 quarters of wheat ; 3,880 of 
barley ; 6,670 oats ; and 28,960 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, the trade was very dull.

The rum market has been very inactive, yet the quotations have 
ruled about stationary. Brandy has attracted but little atten- 
tion. The export of sherry wine from Cadiz, one the year 1861, 
was 49,945 butts, against 51,859 butts in 1860, and 45,916 butts 
in 1859. 

Transactions in silk have been to a limited extent, on former 
terms. For English wool, there has been an improved demand, 
and prices have had an upward tendency. Russian hemp has sold 
steadily, at 352 for clean parcels.

With regard to the leather trade, Messrs Powell and Co. ob- 
erve:— 

The leather trade of the past year presents a striking contrast with that 
of 1860. In place of the reckless overtrading which, in the preceding 
year, terminated in such formidab'e disasters, and produced so much general 
consternation and alarm, the past year has been marked by great caution 
in every department of the trade, and also by unusual uniformity in 
prices. There is no doubt that for many months the bankrupt -tocks 
that hed passed into the bands of large dealers, or were from time to 
time brought forwerd, exercised a depressing influence on the mar- 
ket; but other causer, of a character not connected with the trade, have 
had a more po'ent adverse effect. The bad harvest of 1860, the high 
value of money in the early part of the year, the import of hides and 
leather from America consequent on the prostration of their markets 
which ensued on their civil war, and the limited employment in the 
cotton manufacturing districts, have combined to diminish business in 
leather as well as in other commodities, and to render the year 1861 a 
period of somewhat restricted consumption. That the leather market 
under such circumstances should have exhibited so little depression 
affords, we think, matter of satisfaction and congratulation. The ten- 
dency of prices has been slightly lower. The market for raw goods has 
skown the same comparative steadiness in prices. The total imports also 
exhibit no great excess or deficiency on the average of the last few years. 
The export trade has exercised about the usual amount of influence on 

be mer*et. 

Scotch pig iron bas sold steadily, at from 49s to 49s 3d cash, 
mixed numbers. Copper has changed hands more freely, at full 

rices. For tin, there has been a good demand, on higher terms. 
Srelter has advanced to 187 5s per ton on the spot; and other 
metals, though in by no means active request, have ruled steady. 

Mr Thomas Thorburn thus writes, in reference to the Scotch 
pig iron trade of the past year:—‘‘ The iron trade continues to 
manifest an irrepressible expansion. The quantity of pig iron 
produced in the past twelve months has been 1,035,000 tons, 
showing an increase of 35,000 tons over that of the preceding 
year. ‘During the year the total deliveries amounted to 927,000 
tons, and exhibit an increase of 24,000 tons, when compared with 
those of 1860. The stock has therefore increased 108,000 tons, 
and is now (exclusive of Carron) 535,000 tons lying in the makers’ 
and warehouse keepers’ stores. It must not, however, be for- 
gotton, that it is only here the stocks of iron have accumulated, 
and when a great demand for the article shall arise, it is from 
Scotland alone that a prompt supply can be obtained. The fluctu- 
ations in the price have scarcely exceeded 2s 6d either above or 
below the average price of 49s 3d per ton for the year. The lowest 
price reached was 47s in March; the highest, 51s 9d in August. 
Comparison of stocks on December 31, for the last sixteen years :

Linseed oil has been firm, at 33s 9d to 34s per cwt on the spot. 
Rape has fully supported previous rates, but no quotable change 
has taken place in the value of other descriptions. Turpentine is 
much firmer, American spirits being held at 75s per cwt. 

Increased heaviness has been observed in the tallow trade, and 
a further decline has taken place in prices. P.Y.C. is quoted at 
49s 6d per cwt on the spot, and town tallow at 49s 6d net cash.

The increasingly confident anticipation of a pacific arrangement 
of the Trent difficulty has daily strengthened the cotton market 
since the 30th ultimo, and up to the evening of the 8th instant an 
advance of $d to 1d per Ib had taken place in American cotton, 
Yesterday, the announcement of the fact of the release of the 
Southern Commissioners caused a further rise of $d per Ib, 80 
that our quotations are to-day 13d per Ib above those of the 
former date. A large speculative business has been done, but the 
trade do not buy with any spirit. Long-stapled kinds have 
advanced in the ten days 1d to 13d per lb. East India have also 
risen 1d per lb. The sales to-day are 10,000 bales. The market 
is less excited than yesterday, but prices are steady. The reported 
export amounts to 20,070 bales, consisting of 9,290 American, 40 
Brazil, and 10,740 East India. 





MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 





The American difficulty having been arranged, there has been 
more firmness in the markets held in the manufacturing districts, 
this week, and, in some instances, the quotations have had an up- 
ward tendency. The stocks of goods continue very moderate, 
Tron has changed hands slowly, on former terms, and the demand 
for coals has been by no means active. 

Mancuester, Jan. 9.—Until to-day, transactions in our market 
were were mostly suspended, with the exception of a few rather 
large sales of water twist which occurred on Tuesday, probably 
destined either for China or speculation. To-day, a very different 
appearance was presented, sellers became excited with the pacific 
news and its effects on the cotton market, and raised their terms 
simultaneously to all sorts of rates. Buyers were thereby pre- 
vented from: executing what would have been an extraordinarily 
extensive business ; nevertheless, the amount effected at a mutual 
compromise was sufficiently large. The rise now paid on shirtings 
is only 3d to 6d per piece over the full rates of last week, which 
were then approaching the highest point previously reached before 
the Trent outrage was announced. That the rise will speedily 
extend with an influx of orders is the generally expressed belief, 
but how insufficient such rise will be to meet the increased cost of 
production is felt in all discussions on the subject. It is pro- 
posed in various quarters to give a weekly pittance to the opera- 
tives, and close the mills, such process being Jess expensive to the

Braprorp.—The long-anticipated news which has arrived is 
considered so confirmatory of peace that it has exercised a favour- 
able influence on our wool market. The lowering of the Bank rate 
of discount to 24 per cent. has also conduced to improve business.

Notwithstanding that the various markets have been steadily 
supplied with English wheat, the demand for all kinds has ruled 
heavy, and previous rates have been with difficulty supported. 
Foreign wheat has, from its abundance, moved off heavily, and the 
currencies have had a drooping tendency. The stock in warehouse 
in England is increasing. There has been very little doing in 
barley, and all but the finest qualities have given way in price. 
In malt, the transactions have continued trifling, at late rates. 
There has been a fair inquiry for oats, if of sound quality, at pre- 
vious quotatiohs. Inferior samples have been offering on lower 
terms. Beans and peas have been a slow inquiry, and the value 
of American flour has been with difficulty supported. 

The latest advices from New York state that all kinds of pro- 
duce were dull and drooping, although the arrivals from the in- 
terior were less extensive. The export demand to England and 
France had fallen off to some extent. The French markets have 
been well supplied with wheat, which has changed hands slowly, on 
former terms. Spring corn, however, has produced quite as much 
money as of late. On other parts of the Continent, the trade 
generally has ruled steady. 

In Scotland, nearly all kinds of wheat have been held on former 
terms ; bnt the transactions in it have been much restricted. 
Fine barley and oats have commanded steady prices ; but inferior 
samples, as well as beans, peas, and flour, have sold heavily. 

The Irish markets have been fairly supplied with wheat, chiefly 
in middling condition. Dealers have purchased with extreme 
caution, at about previous rates. Indian corn has realised former 
currencies, with a fair demand, but all other articles have continued 
heavy.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 





TRaFrFic Recerpts.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom for the week ending the 28th of December amounted to 492,745 / 
and for the corresponding week of last year to 471,390/, showing an 
increase of 21,3552, The gross receipts of the eight railways having their 
termini in the metropolis amounted to 223,486/, and for the corre- 
sponding week of 1860 to 207,144], showing an increase of 16,342/. It 
appears that the total traffic receipts on railways iu the United Kingdom 
for the year 1861 amounted, on 10,811 miles of railway, to 28,263,374/; 
and for the year 1860, on 10,273 miles of railway, to 27,576,783/, show- 
ing an increase in the mileage of 535 miles, and in the receipts of 
686,591/, against an increase in the year 1860 over the year 1859 of 
2,000,666/, and in the year 1859 over 1858 of 1,812,353/. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS, 
LONDON. 


Monpay, Jan. 6.—The railway market opened heavily, and at one 
period experienced a general decline, but afterwards rallied with Con- 
sols. Compared with Saturday, however, several stocks showed a slight 
reduction, particularly Lancashire and Yorkshire, South-Western, Ber- 
wick and North British. South-Eastern were comparatively firm. In 
the colonial market, Indian guaranteed stocks continued to show an 
upward tendency, Grand Trunk also improved to 20 to 4, and Great 
Western of Canada to 10to} In foreign descriptions, Lombardo- 
Venetian were flatter at to 4 pm.
